- Hence the 
12 years’ limit fixed in the Bill cannot but be regarded as an 
attack on the Hind religion. But men, whose thoughts, 
customs and manners, are quite different from those of 
Hindés, cannot be expected to realize the feeling of the 
latter insuch a matter. Theré can be no objection to the 
proposed increase in the age of consent for unmarried 
girls.
